The Tom Dewey 
faction is again resurgent with 
Sen. Taft gone. 

Lest you think, gentle reader, 
that this is the pelitical pipe 
dream of a person but lately ar- 
rived in the feverish capital, let 
me call in one of several pos- 
sible buttressing aids. 


Inter-Party 


Joseph C. Harsh, veteran 
Christian Science Monitor polit- 
ical and economic commentator, 
a few days ago began his front 
page column as follows: 

“We are,.I think, witnessing 
in the Brownell-White-Truman 
case the first major disturbance 
cast up onto the political sur- 
face by a massive struggle now 
developing within the Republi- 
can Party. 

“This struggle is based upon 
an assumption which may or 
may not be valid: the assump- 
tion that President Eisenhower 
does not intend to be a candidate 
to succeed himself in 1956. 

“Obviously, no one, not even 
Mr. Eisenhower himself, can be 
sure that he will not be a candi- 
date in that year. Even if his 
present intention is _ firmly 
against it, events and changed 
conditions before that time 
could cause him to change his 
mind. Howéver, it is taken for 
granted in Republican political 
circles, and has been from the 
beginning of the administration, 
that Mr. Eisenhower does not in- 
tend to run a second time for 
the presidency.”’ 

So firmly fixed in the fabric 
of Washington’s present political 
credo is the belief that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will not again 
be a candidate, that the em- 
bittered Republicans who fought 
him at Chicago are proceeding 
as if there is no doubt about it. 

As long as Sen. Taft was living 
he was the Republican Party. 
The Old Guard trusted him, 
though regretting his develop- 
ment of a genuine affection for 
Gen. Eisenhower. The faction 
which had won the nomination 
for Gen. Eisenhower, a coalition 
of Dewey men and the sort of 
Republican leadership which 
joined first with Wendell Willkie, 
"winced at some of Sen. Taft's 
deeds, but accepted his leader- 
ship. So long as Sen. Taft was 
there, the Dewey force re- 
mained in the political blood- 
stream of the GOP in an en- 
demic manner. 


Change 


Now, all that is changed. 

It is no exaggeration to say 
Joe McCarthy, who a few months 
ago was saying he could not 
win the nomination because the 
country would not select a Ro- 
man Catholic, now feels he can 
shout communism enough to 
frighten people into nominating 
and electing him. The next most 
articulately advanced candidate 
is Gov. Tom Dewey. 

But, others are moving up fast 
as the Old Guard word spreads 
that ‘‘Ike won't be a candidate 
and he can’t get the nomination 
if he tries.” 

Vice President Nixon openly is 
ambitious, but could be persuad- 
ed, on the grounds of his yeafs, 
to take the vice presidency once 
more. Sen. William _Knowland, 
majority Senate leader, is also 
being advanced as a candidate. 

Brownell’s move in the White 
case was interpreted as a Dewey 
measure designed to remove 
McCarthy from the. spotlight and 
put Brownell—a Dewey man—in 
his place. If the plot boomer- 
angs to any considerable de- 
gree, as it already has in a yet 
unmeasured degree, this could 
hurt Dewey and Brownell. 

Here in Washington consider- 
able importance was attached 
fo the. fact that in his press 
conference President Eisenhower 
“stood aloof’ from the Brownell 
charges. 

If he is lonely one can under- 
stand—his own party has never 
provided much companionship.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 17 —Sec- 
retary of State Dulles said today 
all anti-Communist Chinese and 
Korean prisoners should be set 
free Jan. 22—whether or not a Ko- 
rean peace conference is held. 

Dulles made his declaration at 
a news conference, apparently re- 
jecting Indian Prime Minister Neh- 
ru’s view that the future of anti- 
Communist prisoners would.have 
to be examined again if plans for 
a formal peace parley collapse. 

“It is not quite clear what is 
to be done,” Nehru said, if 
a scheduled United Nations-Com- 
munist peace conference fails to 
occur Dec. 23 as scheduled under 
the armistice provision’. 

Challenging this view, Dulles 
said without mentioning Nehru 
that “armistice provisions are 
clear” on the point. 


GET LIBERTY 


“All prisoners who have not 
chosen repatriation, and as to 
whom no other disposition has 
been agreed to by the political 
conference, shall be given their 
freedom after 120 days,’’ Dulles 
said. “This period ends Jan. 22, 
1954. 

“Even if no political conference 
has been held by that time,” he 
added, “‘the prisoners on that date 
should receive their freedom.”

LONDON, Nov. 17 (P—A pall of yellowish-gray fog slowly 
paralyzed the world’s largest city tonight and Londoners feared 
it might develop into another ‘‘killer smog.”’ 


Air, rail and road traffic was 
diverted or slowed by the worst 
fog since the lethal smog of last 


winter which caused 4,000 deaths 
in London in less than a week.

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover’s tes- 
timony before the Jenner committee 
that he did not ask Mr. Truman to keep 
Harry Dexter White in government to 
further the investigation of a list of sus- 
pected Communist agents puts another 
light on this highly controversial case.

“approval.” He emphasized, moreover, 
that approval from the FBI of Mr. 
White’s remaining in government was 
disfinctly lacking. Indeed, he went so 
far as to state that the shift to an inter- 
national post hampered his agency’s 
surveillance of the unsuspected spy. 

Mr. Hoover’s testimony is given 
added emphasis by the fact that it is 
undoubtedly the first purely non-parti- 
san statement which the investigating 
committee has heard. Apparently, Mr. 
Hoover was a reluctant witness, but 
nonetheless a highly effective one. 

Meanwhile, Atty. Gen. Brownell’s 
testimony before the same Jenner com- 
mittee yesterday did not alter the basic 
fact he did imply that a former presi- 
dent of the United States knowingly 
promoted a spy. In fact, he seemed to 
reiterate the charge. 

Neither did it alter the now estab- 
lished fact that the charges were 
planned with the full cooperation and 
approval of the Republican National 
Committee after a deliberate decision 
was made to offset recent Republican 
setbacks by resorting to McCarthy 
tactics. 

The man who had more to do with 
checking the aggressions of communism 
than any other alive, and who relent- 
lessly prosecuted known Communists in 
and out of government, certainly needs 
no defense.of his loyalty. Even the most 
biased of his critics must know in their 
hearts that, if Harry Truman was wrong 
in the White case, it was an error of 
judgment and not of the heart, 

While J. Edgar Hoover’s testimony 
has done much to substantiate a feeling 
that President Truman, following the 
advice of the two cabinet members most 

closely involved, did indeed err in re- 
taining Dexter White in government, we 
continue to resent those who impugn 
the Truman patriotism and loyalty.

Gov. Talmadge’s report and recom- 
mendations to the holdover session of 
the General Assembly were made with 
justifiable pride. His feeling is shared 
by the whole state. 

There is no doubt that Georgia’s 
progress in industry and agriculture 
has been matched by equally remarka- 
ble progress in state government. For 
the first time in history, thanks largely 
to the sales tax, state revenues come 
close to meeting the need. For the first 
time in history, state services are being 
brought up to a par with economic re- 
sources and in relation to require- 
ments. 

The governor can be proud that the 
dreams and plans and the urgent needs 
of many years have been brought to a 
climax during his administration, under 
his leadership and guidance. 

The greatest progress, of course, has 
been in education.

So 
grave was the need, in fact, that there is 
pressure for more funds even today, 
with 53 per cent of the state’s total reve- 
nue going to schools.

The governor’s report sounded good 
to Georgia ears but knowledge that the 
groundwork has been laid for continued 
progress on all fronts is of equal sig- 
nificance. There are still grounds for 
improvement, as there will always be, 
but substantial achievements speak for 
themselves and for those responsible.

WASHINGTON—In the Air Force they

** tions or great cities. 
It is the job of the Navy 
to develop missiles of 
somewhat longer range, 
which, guided from 
ships at sea, may be launched against shore 
installations of an enemy. But it is the job 
of the Air Force to create those long-range 
weapons which can fly, not for hundreds 
but for thousands of miles, to strike with 
great accuracy a target far beyond the 
curve of the world. 


“Down Range”’ is the target area on 
which these long-flight missiles are tried 
and tested. It extends from Cocoa, Fila., 
where in a blast of flame and a shriek of 
sound, the flying warheads are launched, 
to Puerto Rico, more than a thousand miles 
away, where, in the blue water offshore 
the falling projectile dives into the sea. 


Each step of the way, the missile’s flight 
is monitored. On a half dozen little islands 
cameras watch its passing, and delicate in- 
struments receive from the missile itself 
data on its altitude, its direction, its fuel 
consumption rate, the functioning of its 
guiding mechanism. 

For the guided missile, as its name 
makes plain, is not a free-flight projectile. 
From launching to its final drop, upon a 
target, it is under control. Winds may push 
it left or right, but electronic rudders actu- 
ated by radio keep it on its track. Condi- 
tions in the atmosphere may slow or speed 
its progress, but controls built into the de- 
vice keep it homing on its target. If these 
controls should fail and a wild flight should 
endanger populated areas or ships at sea’ 
outside the firing range, by a flip of a 
switch the runaway may be blown to bits 
in the upper air, 

It is known that we are striving to build 
a missile that can be sent against a target 
5,000 miles away and strike it with great 
accuracy. How near we have come already 
to that goal.is, of course, a closely guarded 
secret. Already we have built monitoring 
stations more than 1,000 miles away, which 
means that a missile, if it could be turned 
and brought back home when it passed over 
the last check station, would. have flown 
2,000 miles. 

So far we have no watchdog stations be- 
yond Puerto Rico. But the range, the open 
waste of water in which the scarlet-and- 
white missiles may be safely dropped, is 
there, extending to Australia, half a world 
away. It is now, of course, beyond our 
capacity to shoot that far. But the state of 
the art is progressing swiftly. 

If we can build it, so eventually can 
the Russians. 

Then, perhaps, at long last there will be 
peace in the world—peace based on the 
mutual knowledge that out of the upper blue 
each nation could send upon the other de- 
struction devastating and complete.

~ The first television defense of himself by 
a politician before the jury of the American 
people was that by Sen. Richard Nixon, 
Republican candidate for vice president, 
in the midst of last year’s campaign. He 
took to television to explain the so-called 
“Nixon fund’ contributed by California 
businessmen and business interests to help 
pay his expenses as a senator. 

That, you may remember, was quite a 
production, with the senator’s wife a part 
of the television ‘‘frame’’ in which the 
drama was played, and also the family dog, 
Checkers. Another famous political actor 
had previously done a routine with a dog, 
though it was not seen, only heard over the 
radio, except for those at the dinner of the 
Teamsters Union in Washington where 
Franklin D. Roosevelt spoke during the 
1944 campaign when Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York was running against him. 

Mr. Roosevelt, you may recall, told how 
Republicans were attacking him and his 
wife and family, but asked them please not 
to attack his dog, Fala. 

This reporter remembers the Fala 
speech most vividly for he heard it on the 
Dewey campaign train which was pulling 
out of California and -crossing over into 
Arizona while President Roosevelt was mak- 
ing his speech in Washington. 

Somebody in the Dewey entourage found 
out about it somehow. For twice the next 
day, which was a Sunday, Governor Dewey 
got off the train to call his campaign man- 
ager in New York for advice as to how to 
answer the Roosevelt speech. 

The campaign manager he called from 
his campaign train in 1944 was the same 
Herbert Brownell who is now our Attorney 
General. Mr. Brownell has adopted the 
district attorney role now against Harry 
Truman, as Tom Dewey did against Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt. Maybe it will work this 
time, though there are skeptics.

Says Employers Pay All Cost 


Of Workmen’s Compensation 


Atlanta—Re your Nov. 14 editorial ‘‘So- 
lons Should Revise State Disability Law’’: 

1, Georgia employers, large and small, 
pay entire cost of workmen’s compensa- 
tion—even cost of board that administers 
it. State resources have nothing to do with 
measuring benefits. 

2. You suggest Georgia is far behind 
other similar states. An average Georgia 
employe permanently and totally disabled 
receives (at no cost to him or state) $24 
per week for 350 weeks. Same man in 
Arkansas gets $22.86 for same period; North 
Carolinian, $22.86; South Carolinian, $22.86; 
Tennessean, $24.28; Mississippian, $24.57. 

3. Benefits have risen with increased 
wages because benefits are computed at 
percentage of wages. Business pays both 
increased expenses. 

4. Under compensation, employers have 
paid hospitals for care of many thousands 
of cases once handled on charity basis. 
Hospital association can now cite only 32 
cases where present benefits didn’t cover 
all expenses. 

Increases in benefits proposed by unions 
would increase cost to employers an addi- 
tional 92 per cent.

Truman’s Outbursts Sound Hollow 


In Face of Brownell and Hoover 


WASHINGTON—The whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, would have been a bet- 


ter defense for former President Truman 
than the attempt in his radio-television talk 
of Monday night to make a political speech 
of the “‘give-’em-hell’’ variety which he has 
used so often in the past. 


Merely to call Atty. Gen. Brownell a 
liar was not an answer,to the nationwide 
demand for the facts—and all the sncte.—ef 
the episode wherein 
Harry Dexter White, 
admittedly known by 
Mr. Truman in Febru- 
ary, 1946, to have been 
accused in FBI reports 
of being tied up with a 
Communist spy ring, 
was nevertheless given 
a government post of 
international impor- 
tance. 

The curious argu- 
ment that Truman retained White in of- 
fice in order to keep him in surveillance 
sounded impressive because it implied that. 
the whole thing was known to high officials 
and that the FBI was party to such an 
agreement. Now, on the sworn testimony 
of FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, the 
American people know that the FBI 
didn’t favor that course and that it would 
have been impracticable to carry it out and 
that, indeed, if it was ever anybody’s in- 
tention to do so, no precautions actually 
were taken—as the FBI chief testifies—to 
prevent Mr. White from continuing his dan- 
gerous activities in transmitting information 
through subordinates and close associates 
who were also accused of being in the 
Soviet spy ring. 

Also Truman failed to tell the people 
why he wrote two effusive letters of com- 
mendation—one when Mr. White became 
U.S. executive director of the International

Monetary Fund in April, 1946, and the 
other on April 7, 1947, just etter Mr. White 


' resigned. 


Truman’s outbursts of indignation 
against the attorney general sound hollow 


indeed now in the face of the testimony of 
Brownell and Hoover. It would have been 
far better for the former president if he 
had, from the very start, admitted that he 
had received the FBI report, that he re- 
garded it seriously but that he didn’t fire 
White because he wasn’t completely con- 
vinced by the record then, or because those 
persons to whom he delegated the reading 
of it didn’t convince him it was a clear case. 


Maybe Truman got mixed up between a 
matter of security inside the government 
and a matter of espionage in the courts. In 
the latter instance, wire-tap evidence can- 
not be used, and in the former it wasn’t 
necessary to furnish any evidence to any- 
one except the President himself to get 
a suspect fired. Many people generally 
have not understood the difference between 
a loyalty procedure which involves the 
right of the government to dismiss an em- 
ployee without a court proceeding, and a 
grand jury indictment and prosecution 
thereafter based on vaguely written laws 
of espionage on which it is difficult even 
today to convict anyone except a person 
who has virtually confessed to treason. 


Truman might well have made a clean 
breast of the whole business and told the 
country that the climate today is different 
than what it was in 1946, and that many 
things have been verified today that weren’t 
as clear then. It would have been a more 
plausible defense politically. 

As it is, the former president with an 
emotional speech Monday night endeavored 
through political tactics and name-calling 
to confuse the issue and leave an impres- 
sion that it is all just partisan politics.

From Istanbul 


Folks driving in Atlanta need not be sur- 
prised one of these days if they come up to 
a blind corner and find themselves looking 
into a mirror. When Mayor Bill Hartsfield 
went to Copenhagen a few years ago, he 
saw the Danes burning garbage in incin- 
erators, making steam 
and selling the steam. 
Bill came back and put 
Atlanta into the steam 
business. Now he’s home 
from the Near East 
with the looking glass 
plan. Like Atlanta, 
Istantul, Turkish gate 
city or strait city, has 
a traffic problem—nar- 
row, crooked streets 
and drivers in a hurry. 
The Istanbul traffic PIs ge had in- 
stalled mirrors where the view is blocked, 
The glasses sit at an oblique angle so the 
motorist can see around the corner. The 
Atlanta mayor brought home 100 feet of ex- 
posed movie film as an exhibit for the city 
traffic engineer. I’ll be seeing you—at 
Techwood and Walton, for example— 
through the looking glass. They’ve already 
got ’em in Palm Beach. 

The Turks may be modern on traffic con- 
trol, but they’re hardly out of Eden when 
it comes to agriculture. They raise cotton 
and throw the seed away. With a portable 
crusher, an American military aide went 
into the hinterland and showed farmers how 
to convert cottonseed into cowfeed for their 
protein-starved, anemic herds. The total 
cost of the lesson was $360. 

Mayor Hartsfield came home sold on 
American economic aid to those peoples 
who are centuries behind in their work. He 
says, “I’d like to take those Midwest iso- 
lationists around and show them that we 
are in business all over the world and can- 
not get out of it.” 

He praises the Turkish people as our 
best friends in the East. The Turk has 
thrown his fez into the trash can, turned 
his face to the west and gone democratic. 
Turkey even calls its two parties Demo- 
crats and Republicans. 

They regard the Russians with a con- 
tempt bred by experience. ‘‘We’ve fought 
‘em 17 times already,” is the word in the 
Turkish capital. ‘‘We’re ready to fight ’em 
again.”’ Incidentally, fhe Turkish ‘‘G. I.”

‘s the members of: this com- 
ittee kriow, the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is a service 
agency. It does not make pol- 
joy; it. does not evaluate; it se 
cures facts upon which deter- 


minations can be made by those} 


officials of the U. S. government 
who have. the responsibility for 
taking whatever action is indi- 
cated. We do not inject our- 
selves into legislative matters. 
We do not express opinions or 
draw conclusions in our investi- 
gative reports. We have. well- 
defined channels of official dis- 
tribution through which we di- 
rect the results of our investi- 
gations. 


Since we are not an agency for . 


decision as to action, we are le 
gally, morally and in good con- 
science obligated to relay all in- 
formation and facts we secure to 
the responsible officials and 
agencies of government. 


DUTY TO REPORT 

It ig my duty to’report to the 
attorney general those matters 
in whieh he has a responsibility. 
It is likewise my duty, at the 
specific direction of the Presi- 
dent, to report matters coming to 
our attention which are of per- 
tinent interest to the President. 


I mention these basic principles 
governing our operations since 
they have come into the public 
interest in connection with recent 
évents and disclosures. 


- There is more involved here 
than the charges against one 
man. This situation has a back- 
ground of some 35 years of in- 
filtration of an alien way of life 
into what we have been proud 
to call our constitutional repub- 
lic. Our American way of life, 
which has flourished under our 
blic and has nurtured the 
sings of a Democracy, has 
Heen. brought into conflict with 
e Godless forces of commu- 
m. . These Red Fascists dis- 

, eonceal, misrepresent and 

i i gain their point. Deceit 
their very essence. This can 
néver be understood until we face 
the realization that to a Commu- 
nist there are no morals except 
those which further the world 
‘revolution directed by Moscow. 


RELATED CASES 


The Harry Dexter White and 
related cases are in point. White 
was only one person on whom 
self-confessed Communist espio- 
nage agents informed—there were 
others. In this case, the sources 
who gave the information were 
co-conspirators and either be- 
came inactive or their identities 
must for the time being remain 
undisclosed. Corroboration in 
each instance was most -difficult 
to secure, because the actual 
facts were known only to a 
limited group whose personal in- 
terests dictated concealment and 
who conveniently had the Fifth 
Amendment as a refuge. 


Coverage from an intelligence 
standpoint and an all-out open 
investigation looking toward 
_ enventual prosecution, are en- 
tirely different things. It must 
be remembered that the acts oc- 
eurring in the pre-war years oc- 
duirred while we were at peace. 
In the pertinent time period, our 

tional climate was one con- 
ductive to the so-called “united 
front.’”” Communist front organ- 
izations flourished to the point 
where it appeared that to be- 
long, in certain circles, was to be 
stylish, 

Even today, the feeling is rife 
in some quarters that the FBI 
should not even be investigat- 
ing the loyalty of government 
employees. Over the years; the 
FBI has been the target of at- 
tack from persons both in and 
out of government because of its! 
investigations of subversive ac-| 
tivities. Even Harry Dexter 
White, when we interviewed him 
in March, 1942, spent more time 
in denouncing investigations of 


government employees growing 
out of charges made in Congress 


reflecting on the loyalty of fed- 
eral employees than he did in 
furnishing facts. He observed 
that if the chairman of one con- 
gressional committee ‘‘was one- 
tenth as patriotic as I am, it 
would be a much better coun- 
DECLINED DISCLOSURES 


The care, caution and delicate 
approach necessary in such FBI 
investigations made it ‘difficult 
to develop full facts, particu- 
larly when those in possession 
of them declined to make full 
disclosures. 


The responsibilities for inter- 
nal security assigned the FBI in 
1939 by presidential directive 
were-directed toward the times 
of emergency rather than peri- 
ods of peace. That is the situa- 
tion today. It is still legal for 
Communists to exercise the right 
of assembly, free speech and free 
thought. 

On Nov. 7, 1945, Miss Elizabeth 
Bentley ativised special agents 
of the FBI in considerable de- 
tail of her own career as an es- 
pionage agent, On Nov. 8, 1945, 
a letter bearing that date was 
delivered to Brig. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, wherein it stated: 

“The Bureau’s information at 
this time indicates that the fol- 


lowing persons were participants 
in this operation or were utilized 


by principals in this ring for the 


mer President Herbert Hoover. 


INVESTIGATION OONTINUED 


In the meantime, our investi- 
gation of White and others men- 
tioned by Miss Bentley and Whit- 
taker Chambers, as well as those 
individuals on whom we had ad- 
verse. information. from equally 
reliable sources, continued. 


A detailed summary. memo- 
randum was then prepared con- 
sisting of 71 pages, exclusive of 
the index, setting forth the high- 
lights of Soviet espionage in the 
United States. This memoran- 
dum, dated Nov. 27, 1945, was 
delivered to Gen. Vaughan by a 
special messenger on Dec. 4, 
1945. Copies of this memoran- 
dum were furnished to the At- 
torney General and certain other 
interested heads of government 
agencies. This memorandum in- 
cluded information on Harry 
Dexter White. 


When we learned that Harry 
Dexter White’s name had been 
sent to the Senate for confirma- 
tion of his appointment as a 
U. S. delegate on the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund, we then 
consolidated the information in 
our files, secured from sources 
“whose reliability has been es- 
tablished either by inquiry or 
long-established observation and 
evaluation,” in a 28-page sum- 
mary dated Feb. 1, 1946, which 
was delivered to Gen. Vaughan 
on Feb. 4, 1946. The two-page 
cover letter of transmittal 
opened with this sentence: 


“As of interest to the President 
and you, I am attaching a de- 
tailed memorandum hereto con- 
cerning Harry Dexter. White, 
Assistant Secretary of the. United 
States Treasury Department.” 

The observation was made in 
this letter, “as will be ob- 
served, information has come to 
the attention of this bureay 
charging White as being a valu- 
able adjunct to an underground 
Soviet espionage organization Op- 
erating in Washington, D. C.”" 


SEVEN TIMES 
From Nov. 8, 1945, until July 


24, 1946, seven communications 
went to the White House bearing 


on espionage activities, wherein 
Harry Dexter White’s name was 


specifically mentioned. 


During that same period, two 
summaries on Soviet espionage 
activities went to the Treasury 
department and six summaries 
went to the attorney general on 
the same subject matter. 

The handling and reporting on 
the White case followed the bu- 
reau's traditional practice of re- 
porting all facts and information 
which had come to our attention, 
without evaluation or conclusions. 
I would like here to state that an 
FBI report is the presentation of 
information for evaluation by 


those who ‘perform administrative 


duties and have executive respon- 
sibilities. 

The FBI, of course, has duty to 
evaluate its sources of informa- 
tion. In the 28-page summary 
concerning White, dated Feb. 1, 
1946, delivered to Gen. Vaughn 
on Feb. 4, 1946, the information 
contained therein came from a 
total of 30 sources, the reliability 
of which had previously been es- 
tablished. 


BENTLEY NAMED 


In connection with the sources. 
I would like to mention one in 
particular, Miss Elizabeth Bent- 
ley. From the very outset, we 
established that she been in a 
position to report the facts rela- 
tive to Soviet espionage which she 
has done. We knew she was in 
contact with a top-ranking Soviet 
espionage’ agent, Anatoli Gromov, 
the first secretary of the Soviet 
Embassy in Washington, as late 
as Nov. 21, 1945, in New York 
City. At a previous meeting on 
Oct. 17, 1945, he had given her 
$2,000. 


All information furnished by 
Miss Bentley, which was suscepti- 
ble to check, has proven to be 
correct. She has been subjected 
to the most searching of cross- 
examinations; her testimony has 
been evaluated by juries and re- 
viewed by the courts and has 
been found to be accurate. 

Miss Bentley’s account of 
White’s activities was later cor- 
roborated by Whittaker Chambers 
and the docurments in White’s own 
handwriting concerning which 
there can be no dispute, lend 
credibility to the information 
previously reported on White. 
Subsequent to White’s death on 
Aug. 16, 1948, events transpired 
which produced facts of an un- 
contradictable nature whicn 
clearly established the reliability 
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tablish the existence of security 
risks in sensitive posts in the 
government. 
. 2. Some of the evidence, while 
of an irrefutable nature, was not 
admissible in a court of law. 

Now to return to Harry Dex- 
ter White. In a conversation on 
Feb. 21, 1946, the Attorney Gen- 
eral informed me that he had 
spoken with the then Secretary of 
the Treasury, the late Chief Jus- 
tice Fred Vinson, and the Presi- 
dent, about White. The Attorney 
General stated he felt the Presi- 
dent should personally tell White 
that it would be best for him not 
to serve. I told the Attorney Gen- 
eral I felt it was unwise for White 
to serve. The Attorney General 
then stated he would like to con- 
fer with Judge Vinson and me on 
the following day, Feb. 22, 1946.

I did not enter into any agree- 
ment to shift White from his po- 
sition in the Treasury department 
to the International Monetary 
Fund.

There 
was no agreement while I was 
present between the attorney gen- 
eral and Judge Vinson, other than 
that they should see the Presi- 
dent with the secretary of state 
and suggest the three alternatives 
mentioned above. I was not pres- 
ent in any discussions with the 
President concerning this matter. 

I was advised on Feb. 26, 1946, 
by the attorney general that he 
had seen the President and that 
an effort would be made to re- 
move Harry Dexter White, al- 
though the attorney general ex- 
pressed doubt that this would 
work out. 

The attorney general further 
stated to me on Feb. 26, 1946, 
that he felt that White would go 


into the job and then would be 
surrounded with persons who 
were especially selected and were 
not security risks. He further 
stated that the President was in- 
terested in continuing the sur- 
veillance. I stated if that was the 
desire, we would continue the in- 
vestigation. 


ASTRAL SOURCE SHIELDED 
At no time was the FBI a party 
to an agreement to promote Har- 
ry Dexter White and at no time 
did the FBI give its approval to 
such an agreement. Such an 
‘agreement on the part of the FBI 
would be inconceivable.

I also feel that it is incumbent 
upon me at this time to bring 
to your attention an additional 
factor which has originated with 
sources available to this bureau 
in Canada. It is reported that 
the British and Canadian dele- 
gates on the International Mone- 
tary Fund may possibly nomi- 
nate and support White for the 
post of president of the Inter- 
national Bank, or as executive 
director of the International 
Monetary Fund.

Somebody was poking me on the shoulder and saying some- 
thing in one of those cool, self-possessed voices that nurses take 
with the drugged or the unconscious. 

‘‘Seat belt . . . fasten your seat belt.’ 

I swam up from the fog-banked caverns of sleep and found 
a goldenhaired stewardess standing over me. I tried to wriggle 
the cardboard mask that was my face to let her know that I 
heard and after a bit my mouth and eyes must have shaken 
loose because she smiled at me and went on to the blanketed 
hump across the aisle. 

I groped under my blanket for the metal clasp of the seat 
belt and twisted my stiff and aching body so I could look out 
the window. Gray layers of something—mist or clouds or fog— 
were laced across the sky like trimming on a petticoat and the 
sun rested in the midst of it like a pomegranate-colored rosette. 


Good day, I thought, to come home. The sun shines bright 
on my old Atlanta home. A few hours ago it had gone. down 
on Hollywood and Los Angeles, on the King and Queen of 
Greece and Marilym Monroe and Grauman’s Chinese Theatre, 
on the Brown Derby and the palm trees. 


Now it arose again to lay !ts warmth and light lovingly 
against the prettiest sight in the world—the red of Georgia 
earth, the green of Georgia pine and the cathedral window 
colored autumn woods. : 

I set up straighter, folded my blanket and fished under the 
seat for my shoes. All the bright little bits and pieces of a trip 
which you stuff back in your mind at the time like a bundle of 
quilt scraps began to take shape and form as they always do 
when you come home. Looking back, it was the love-li-est trip! 

At the time you were rushed and busy, trotting to Western 
Union to file copy, rushing from one appointment to the next, 
flagging a cab, making a phone call. What does CR. stand for 
among Los Angeles telephone exchanges? Not Crescent, as in 
Atlanta, but something else . . . Crestview! How do you find 
a number in Los Angeles when there are eight books and you 
don’t know which one your party lives in? When will you ever 
become such a cosmopolitan traveler that you can drink 25-cent 
cokes without feeling like a wanton wastrel and eat $4 steaks 
without coming down with both physical and mental indigestion? . 
Why do headwaiters and doormen terrify you when you can 
walk right up and shake hands with a king like he was the 
Sunday morning greetings committee at North Avenue Presby- 
terian Church? 


Those things pester and perplex you at the time they’re 
happening but when you're riding the horizon of home and the 


. sun is coming up, they fall into their proper places and all you 


can remember is that it was a fine, exciting trip. People were 
kind and helpful to you. There were funny things—the cab 
driver who called the publicity departments of studios “the 
bull pen’’ because, forsooth, ‘‘it’s where they put out the bull, 
ain’t it?’’

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New Carving Method Saves Cooking Time 


By JEANNE HIGGINS 
Turkey talk has come a long 
way since the first Thanksgiving 
day was celebrated 332 years 
ago in a bleak, New England 
wilderness. 


The latest in new methods of 
preparation and serving turkey is 


STEP ONE 
Remove Wing Joints 


a development by Dorothy Hogg 
of Milwaukee, and the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, for re- 
ducing roasting time to one third. 
Demonstration of the method was 
made for the first time in this 
area at the recent meeting of 
the Georgia Turkey Association 
in Athens, by John Mauldin, 
poultry marketing speci alist, 
University of Georgia Agricul- 
tural Extension Service. 

This method of cutting the 
turkey into pieces and placing 
together again to reduce air 
space inside allows a large bird 


weighing 25 pounds and more to 
be roasted in approximately two 
hours and 15 minutes as ¢com- 
pared to the conventional six to 
seven and one-half hour ‘periods 
of cooking. The approximate 
yield is 75 per cent. (Sixty per 
cent is considered good.) 

The steps are as follows: 

1. On cutting board, remove 
first two sections of wing by 
bending outward to snap joint. 

2. Remove leg and thigh in 
one piece by cutting as close to 
thigh as possible, bend outward 
to snap hip joint. With sharp 
knife tip, loosen flesh along 
back, being sure to remove leg 
dark meat called the oyster. 
Pull sharply on leg to remove, 
cutting connective tissue. 

3. Remove backbone by insert- 
ing knife in cartilage joint under 
wing and firmly running knife 
toward keel point, cutting 
through ribs and frame toward

' Better Fertilizer Plan 


. 


—More Yield, Less Acres 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


Farming is a big, but not always profitable business in 
‘Georgia. Like any other businessman, the farmer must realize a 
profit on his investment to stay in business. However, in a period 
of declining prices for farm products coupled with production 
and marketing controls, many farmers are caught in a cost-price 
squeeze. - 

A possible solution to this and some other problems that 
beset the farmer was presented yesterday at the annual fall con- 
vention of the National Fertilizer Association, which closes today 
at the Biltmore Hotel. Raoul Allstetter, NFA vice president, said 
in his keynote address that the answer lay in more effective use 
of fertilizer together with good farming practices as recom- 
mended by state agricultural experiment stations. 

The NFA’s interest, of course, is something more than altru- 
istic. Its members are in the fertilizer business. The facts and 
figures on which Allstetter based his conclusions, however, came 
from the research departments of land-grant colleges. The Uni- 
versity of Georgia was one of these. 

By following college recommendations on fertilizer use and 
other practices, the speaker noted, the farmer can cut his unit 
cost of production, increase his profit per acre, and maintain his 
income on fewer planted acres . . . even from less total produc- 
tion. Low cost production secured by the use of ample amounts 
of fertilizer, Allstetter said, appears to be the only way farmers 
as a group can maintain their income without adding to already 
cumbersome agricultural surpluses. 

Research information from the University of Georgia, he 
added, indicate potential extra profits for the state amounting 
to hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Georgia cotton farmers, for example, produce about 242 
pounds of lint cotton to the acre using 325 pounds of fertilizer. 
They could produce 500 pounds per acre by using 700 pounds of 
fertilizer, he said, which would add $60 more income to each 
acre. Likewise, it was indicated that average yields of corn 
could be boosted from 16.5 to 50 bushels an acre, stepping up in- 
come $35.85 an acre. The university fertilizer recommendations 
also show increased potential profits for other Georgia crops. 

To avoid crop surpluses, however, the farmer would have to 
cut his acreage. According to tetter, this would be done with- 
out reducing income. For example, i 
duces 100 acres of corn with no fertNizer will make $1,950. If he 
cuts his acreage in half and goes to & high rate of fertilization, 
he will produce about 4 per cent less corn, but his profits would 
be $2,635... an increase of 34 per cent.

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KNOW YOUR GEORGIA By C. J. Holleran’ 


The first attempt to establish an English colony on the 
present site of Georgia was the work of Sir Robert Montgom- 
ery, a nobleman with all of the instincts of a present day real 
estate promoter. He launched a vast and elaborate advertising 
campaign that pictured the ‘“‘Golden Coast’? and marveled at 
the beauties and natural wealth of the interior. His city was 
to be ‘‘about the 3lst and 32nd degrees of latitude, and thus in 
the same latitude with Palestine herself, that promised Canaan 
which was pointed out by God’s own choice to bless the labors 
of a favorite people.’’ The city limits were to extend 20 miles | 
in all directions from a center point where a huge castle would 
stand. From the castle great streets were to run north, east, 
south and west. There were to be four parks ‘‘each four miles 
square.’’ The remainder of the land would be divided into city 
blocks, the ones nearest the castle to be reserved for the 
gentry. Great stress was laid on the fortification angle. To 
quote the prospectus, ‘‘The redoubts may be near enough to 
defend each other with muskets, but field pieces will be kept 
with cartridge and old pieces of iron.’’ In the center was to be 
a ‘‘fort defended with large cannon pointed in all directions.’’ 
Sir Robert’s fear of the wilderness led him to dwell too much 
on the possibility of trouble; and, as England had been at war 
for a long time, the people were pretty sick of fighting. That 
was probably the reason the proposed colony didn’t attract 
enough interest even to get started.

Nerves Chief Cause 


Of Bowel Spasms 
The irritable bowel is re- 
sponsible for more abdominal

Most muscular dystrophy vic- 
tims, she said, do not actually die 
of the muscular ailment, but it so 
weakens them they are easy prey 
to other diseases which prove 
fatal. 


KNOWN FACTS OUTLINED 


In conclusion, Mrs. Chambers 
outlined the main facts known 
about the disease. 


The principal and most tragic 
fact, she said, is that no scientist 
or doctor knows the cause. One 
theory which promises some hope 
is that M.D. comes from the .in- 
ability of the victim’s body to con- 
vert vitamin E into a form which 
will nourish the muscles. 


Apparently, the disease is he- 
reditary in about 30 per cent of 
the cases, she said. 


The purpose of the national drive 
for funds is to find the cause of 
the disease and a cure. About 35 
research projects already are be- 
ing financed by the Muscular 
Dystrophy Associations of Ameri- 
ca, of which the Atlanta chapter is 
a member. | 

Mrs. Chambers told the audience 
that persons who have a relative 
or friend who has muscular dys- 
trophy may contact the Atlanta 
chapter at Box 4334, Atlanta.
